L eave it to the GOP to not only stymie continued progress, but 
siam-shift the country into reverse and head back to the good 
oie days, when women were forced to put their iives at risk with coat 
hangers and back-alley quacks to deal with an unwanted pregnancy. 
Recent Repubiican antiabortion laws are more than just an effort to 
impose new restrictions in some states; they comprise an all-out as¬ 
sault to make abortion illegal everywhere.

IS PEACE POSSIBLE? 

THE MIDDLE EAST HAS BEEN A HORNET’S NEST FOR EONS. NOW DONALD 
TRUMP CAN CHOOSE TO START A WAR THERE OR EASE TENSIONS. 


T rust me, this column about the threat of the 
United States and Iran going to war will be 
relevant no matter what happens between the 
moment I finish writing this first sentence to the 
column’s publication or even republication years 
from now. What I have to say will be relevant 
whether President Donald Trump has made good 
on his threat to obliterate Iran or—as he aston¬ 
ishingly hinted he was considering just hours 
later—would strive to defuse tensions by nego¬ 
tiating with the Islamic republic. 

War looming on the horizon is nothing new, 
folks. Since the conclusion of World War II, diplo¬ 
matic relations between the United States and 
Iran have been on a nutty roller-coaster ride. 
Daredevil Trump Is just the latest U.S. President 
forced to make pivotal foreign-policy decisions 
involving Iran. 

Harry Truman first dragged Iran into America’s 
Cold War chicanery with his doctrine to contain 
the Soviet Union’s geopolitical ambitions in the 
Middle East. Jimmy Carter was Prez when disci¬ 
ples of Ayatollah Khomeini—Iran’s leader after 
the monarchy was overthrown—held 52 Ameri¬ 
cans hostage In the U.S. Embassy for 444 days. 
And there’s Barack Obama, who helped engineer 
the skittish, multinational nuclear arms agreement 
with Iran. (Seeking to impose stiffer sanctions. 
Trump has since pulled the U.S. out of the deal.) 

One of my favorite Presidents, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, made the dumbest decision regard¬ 
ing Iran. In 1953 he endorsed the CIA’s covert 
overthrow of Prime Minister Mohammad Mossad- 
degh, the only democratically elected and secular 
leader that Iran has ever known. Taking charge 
again was the Shah of Iran, Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi, who was convinced that he ruled by the 
power of divine Intervention rather than the dic¬ 
tates of the Anglo-lranian Oil Company in the days 
before it assumed its current name, BP. The British 
government and the CIA were convinced that 
Mossaddegh’s intent to nationalize the company 
was part of a Soviet-backed communist plot. 

So much for the autocratic shah’s divine Inter¬ 
vention abetted by the CIA. An apparently even 
higher power brought an exiled Shiite cleric to 
power, the aforementioned Ayatollah Khomeini, in 
1979. He died ten years later, but the Islamic Re¬ 
public of Iran has lasted for four decades despite 
U.S. efforts to undermine it. 

The White House’s dumbest manifestation of 
anti-Iran hysteria was George W. Bush’s irrational 
response to the 9/11 terrorist attacks. Although 
the 19 hijackers were primarily from Saudi Arabia, 
Bush ordered the invasion of the royal kingdom’s 


archenemy, neighboring Iraq. Its ruler, Saddam 
Hussein, ran a basically secular dictatorship that 
had nothing to do with 9/11. The deeply ironic re¬ 
sult was that the eventual overthrow of Hussein 
brought to power Iraq’s long-suppressed Shiite 
majority, including pro-Iranian Iraqis who had been 
living in exile among their Shia brethren in Iran. 

The Middle East has been in turmoil ever 
since, with an already unstable rivalry between 
Sunni and Shiite Muslims raised to a full-scale 
sectarian conflict. And let’s not forget most Islamic 
nations’ animosity toward Israel. 

Displaying his uniquely bizarre arrogance. 
Trump now boasts that he can deliver a grand 
peace deal for the Incendiary Middle East. Or, 
when his mood abruptly shifts, the mother of 
all wars. 

But it’s not only Trump’s arrogance that has 
brought us to this point. The clashes between re¬ 
ligions and their flocks have been brewing for 
much of human history. Of course, the Middle East 
is today’s most turbulent cauldron of religious 
confrontation. 

What was often ignored, however, is that the 
United States is a vital component of this theolog¬ 


ical havoc. But Trump’s wild antics made us con¬ 
front the madness of our own country’s prolonged 
involvement in the region. 

With his energized fundamentalist Christian 
base allied so oddly with Israel’s territorial expan¬ 
sion, Trump has realigned the ever-expanding 
American empire with the passion, hubris and 
irrationality of Christendom’s medieval Crusades. 
His electoral base believes that mayhem and suf¬ 
fering in the Promised Land are essential to the 
Second Coming of Jesus Christ. 

So there you have it, the prescription for 
the ultimate death and destruction of civilization. 
But don’t blame It on any of the religions’ adher¬ 
ents—or the deities for whom they claim to 
speak—when these crazy warring factions refuse 
to compromise with a supposedly devil-supported 
enemy. Since ancient times the Middle East has 
been a battle zone strewn with horrid carnage, or¬ 
dered by zealots who appropriate religion in its 
worst divisive aspects while shunning even the 
faintest ray of the unifying enlightenment enshrined 
in humanity's most cherished scriptures. la

WHERE DEMOCRACY GOES TO DIE 

JIM CROW RISES FROM THE ASHES IN FLORIDA EVEN AFTER 
A HUGE MAJORITY VOTED TO KILL THE DIRTY BIRD. 


i n the March 2019 issue my counterpart Rob¬ 
ert Scheer trumpeted unabashedly “good news”: 
Nearly 65% of Florida voters from the left, right and 
center said yes to a November 2018 ballot initiative 
“to amend their state constitution, restoring voting 
rights to felons after completing all terms of their 
sentences, except for those convicted of murder or a 
felony sexual offense.” 

It was, as Scheer accurately touted, a “pure bright 
light of decency and common sense” from voters in 
one of a bitterly divided nation's most deeply divided 
states. Florida Amendment 4—the Voting Rights 
Restoration for Felons Initiative—was supported by 
advocates as diverse as the Koch brothers, the ACLU, 
the NAACP and right-wing Christian groups, not to 
mention former felons. They led the campaign to put 
the initiative on the ballot even though none of them 
could vote for or against it. In January 2019 the state’s 
new constitutional amendment kicked in, allowing 
disenfranchised felons to register to vote in the Sun¬ 
shine State for the first time in more than 150 years. 

Following the abolition of slavery, Florida was 
forced to grant the right to vote to freed slaves. Mean¬ 
while it took steps to restrict freedoms for African 
Americans, most notably in 1868, when the state 
constitution enacted a ban on voting for felons even 
after completing parole and probation, disproportion¬ 
ately impacting African Americans. 

The fall of Florida’s shameful lifetime ban on 
felons’ voting rights was, as Scheer described, a “huge 
civil rights victory” and “sudden emancipation procla¬ 
mation for nearly 1.5 million Floridians, 21 % of them 
African-American, who paid their debt to society, but 
were denied the right to vote.” 

Thousands of the re-enfranchised quickly began 
registering so they could finally have their voices 
heard in a representative democracy. “Now I feel like 
a part of society,” 61 -year-old Clarence Office Jr. told 
The New York Times. Out of prison for more than a 
decade, the former drug addict has been pursuing 
a master’s degree while working for the Department 
of Veterans Affairs in Miami. “I wanted to voice my 
opinion,” Office added, “but I couldn’t. It didn’t matter 
what I felt. Now it does.” 

Karen L Leicht, who served a 28-month sentence 
for conspiracy to commit insurance fraud, described 
those who have served their time as “returning citi¬ 
zens.” There are a lot of them in Florida, she noted, 
since “any crime over $300 is a felony” in the state. 

“Improbable as it seems,” Scheer celebrated, “if 
that many sensible voters in Florida are ready to risk 
treading the course of compassionate justice, maybe 
America can indeed become great again.” Robert, 
however, may have been too optimistic. 

Despite the landslide approval of Amendment 4, 


Florida voters—on the very same ballot and by a 
razor-thin margin—elected former Republican U.S. 
Representative Ron DeSantis to succeed term-limited 
Governor Rick Scott. In a similarly close race, Scott 
unseated the incumbent Democrat, ensuring that 
both of Florida’s U.S. Senate seats are filled by Re¬ 
publicans. The GOP also maintained control of both 
chambers of the state legislature. 

The GOP immediately went to work to undermine 
the will of the electorate with a bill that guts Amend¬ 
ment 4. Lawmakers in Tallahassee enacted a voter- 
suppression provision to keep as many of those 
potential new voters as possible away from the polls. 
House Bill 7066 requires all Floridians with felony 
convictions to pay off all “court fees, fines and resti¬ 
tution” before they are allowed to vote. 

Patrick Penn, who spent 15 years in prison for 
robbery and has no idea if he owes money, lashed 
out to the Times: “Basically, they’re telling you, ‘If you 
have money, you can vote. If you don’t have money, 
you can’t,’ That’s not what the people voted for.” 

Ion Sancho, who served as Leon County, Florida’s 
elections supervisor for 28 years, told me, “What the 
Republicans did was reprehensible. The overwhelm¬ 
ing, clear language of [Amendment 4] refers to com¬ 
pleting your sentence, probation and parole.... Fees 
were not mentioned at all.” 

Critics charge that the provision amounts to little 


more than an unconstitutional poll tax. Court fines and 
fees can be can substantial and particularly onerous 
for those unable to work during years of incarceration. 

“Florida has, in many ways, been the incubator of 
many things, including ‘cash register justice,”’ San¬ 
cho explained. “Instead of the state trying to pay for 
the criminal justice system, they put massive fines 
upon the conviction on individuals. If you have to go 
to the infirmary for medical care, you’re charged. 
Drug-testing that you have to do, you’re charged, and 
these charges can add up to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars” by the time a prisoner is released. Sancho 
cited one woman who told him she found herself with 
a $59-million judgment against her. “I’ll never be able 
to vote ever in my life,” she said. 

Sancho, arguably Florida’s most well-respected 
veteran election official, pointed out, “The state doesn’t 
know who owes fines or not, so they have to set up 
this elaborate process. It’s going to cost millions of 
dollars.. .but they’ll get exactly what they want. That 
is, they’re going to limit the impact of Amendment 4 
and not restore citizens’ rights to vote.” 

Voting rights groups that fought to adopt Amend¬ 
ment 4 have vowed to file legal challenges, which 
the state will have to pay millions more to defend. 
“This is clearly restricting the right to vote based upon 
who can afford to pay,” Sancho decried. “Jim Crow 
has been reestablished in Florida. B]

W hen Twitter entered the online universe in 
2006, it was widely panned as a joke. How 
much thoughtful content, really, could any¬ 
one express in a mere 140 characters? It seemed 
to be designed for complete idiots inca¬ 
pable of composing more than two sen¬ 
tences without brain strain. Twitter was 
made for twits. Conan O’Brien had a reg¬ 
ular comedy segment called “Twitter Track¬ 
er,” ridiculing It. And the early Twitter site was notorious 
for crashing—^the electric grid in a banana republic 
jungle village was more reliable. 

Now, of course, all that has changed. Twitter is a 
global platform, a communication medium rivaling TV. 
Twitter’s power to affect the political landscape first 
became apparent in the 2009 Iranian presidential 
election, when thousands of Iranians took to 
the streets to protest the fishy reelection 
of Mahmoud Ahmadinejad. The Iranian 
government blocked text messaging 
and the satellite feeds of foreign news 
organizations. But the protesters did 
an end run around the censorship, using Twitter to 
post live updates and organize demonstrations. In 
support, the U.S. State Department even begged Twit¬ 
ter’s executives to postpone a scheduled maintenance 
downtime, so that the Iranian rebels could continue 
communicating without interruption. Hooray for Twit¬ 
ter! It has the power to change the world—but not al¬ 
ways for the better. 

Twitter has become a monster force, amplifying 
every voice, sane or insane, in the world, including the 
murderous ISIS jihadists (17.4 million tweets) and 
homegrown neo-Nazis advocating “racial cleansing” 
in the United States. Following Facebook and Google, 
the head of Twitter, Jack Dorsey, started banning ac¬ 
counts judged to be “violent and extremist,” along 
with the Daily Stormer and Alex Jones. Brenton Tar¬ 
rant, the asshole who massacred 51 people at the 
Christchurch mosque In New Zealand, was a Twitter- 
head, posting photos of his guns and links to his Mein 
Kampf-s\>/\e manifesto. But many nonviolent, nonex¬ 
tremist Republicans and conservatives got swept up 
in the dragnet, according to a study by Vice News. They 
complained, and some were reinstated. Meanwhile, 
the white nationalist iceberg on Twitter is still thriving, 
with accounts actively fuming about murdering jour¬ 
nalists and minorities. 

And just like the other tech giants (Google, Face- 
book and Apple), Twitter has been investigated and 
sued for violating the Electronic Communications 
Piracy Act In the U.S. and other regulations abroad. An 
American suit in 2015 sought class-action relief for 
Twitter “surreptitiously [eavesdropping] on its users’ 
private direct message communications,” and even 
altering the message, replacing embedded hyperlinks 
with its own preferred links. In Ireland, where the 
country’s Data Protection Commissioner is the lead 
internet regulator for the E.U., an investigation was 
launched for Twitter’s failure to render timely notifica¬ 
tion of a major data breach.

giants’ rotten behavior. Unfortunately, Twitter’s cofound¬ 
er and current CEO, Jack Dorsey, is a total freakazoid. 
Visiting his parents over one Thanksgiving, his mother 
was shocked. “You’re orange. Your skin Is orange. Your 
eyes are orange. Your hair Is orange,” she said. He was 
overdosing on beta carotene supplements. 

He eats only one meal each weekday and fasts the 
whole weekend, consuming nothing but water. Critics 
estimate that he is digesting an average of less than 
1,000 calories per day, while the USDA recommends 
between 2,000 and 3,000 calories daily for the aver¬ 
age adult male. We know what happens to people on 
such a scrappy diet from the Minnesota Starvation Ex¬ 
periment conducted during WWII (to determine how 
best to cope with all the malnourished refugees in Eu¬ 
rope). The men in the experiment, on a reduced diet 
like Dorsey’s, suffered dizziness, exhaustion, muscle 
soreness, hair loss, reduced coordination, ringing in 
the ears and became “increasingly irritable and Im¬ 
patient with one another.” The man Is starving himself 
like an anorexic fashion model; unsurprising, as that’s 
exactly how he made his living in his younger days. 

Dorsey complements his concentration-camp diet 
with more masochism: hot saunas and ice baths. After 
15 minutes boiling in his barrel sauna set at 220 de¬ 
grees, he plunges into an ice bath at 37 degrees for 
three minutes. This is the same hot-cold torture used 
by Klaus Barbie and the Gestapo to extract information 
from French Resistance prisoners. 

Not that we’re dissing alternative lifestyles. Hey, If 
it revs your motor, redline with It. But the problem with 
Dorsey is that all this self-absorbed, hi-tech hipster 
shit sets a bad example for many who worship him 
as another god in the Silicon Valley pantheon and want 
to emulate his success. He’s been called the male 


Gwyneth Paltrow, pushing his own Goop for Guys 
quackery, if igargie iguana biood and ram Popsicies 
up my ass, maybe /7/ become a famous biiiionaire 
too! It’s like a weird, secular form of prosperity 
gospel. And it’s giving Dorsey a serious case of 
mental cataracts. 

While once-vanquished diseases 
are spreading throughout our school 
systems because anti-vax loons refuse 
to inoculate their kids, Dorsey endorsed a 
podcast by anti-vax author Ben Green¬ 
field. Then in 2018 he went on a ten- 
day Vipassana retreat in the troubled 
nation of Myanmar. Vipassana is Bud¬ 
dhist meditation: sensory deprivation for 
days, locked alone in a room, no com¬ 
puter, phone, TV, radio, talking or listening. 

Total silence. Mental starvation. If he had been lis¬ 
tening to the news, Dorsey might 
have known that the Myanmar gov¬ 
ernment was busy murdering over 
10,000 Rohingya Muslims and forcing 700,000 more 
to flee into Bangladesh and India. A U.N. mission found 
the Myanmar military guilty of “killing indiscriminately, 
gang-raping women, assaulting children, burning en¬ 
tire villages, imprisonments, enforced disappear¬ 
ances, torture and sexual slavery.” But clearly Dorsey 
was oblivious as he tweeted to his 4 million followers, 
“The people are full of joy and the food is amazing!” 
Derek Zoolander couldn’t have done it any dumber. 

Back in the office, he’s somewhat less out to lunch, 
but perhaps still not engaged enough. It looks like 
Jack’s algorithm purges can’t distinguish between 
mainstream conservatives and the radical Klan 
types—maybe because they’ve grown ever closer 
since the election of...Trump. Would this clown be 
anywhere near the White House without Twitter? 
Would he still be able to bamboozle all his loyal sheep 
without It? Doubtful. In April orange Jack met orange 
Donald in the Oval Office. Trump summoned him to 
complain about some of his Twitter followers being 
banned or shadow-banned. Jack promised to fix it, 
probably by “tweaking the algorithms.” But policing 
free speech Is always going to be a dicey job, espe¬ 
cially on this scale, with relatively dumb machines 
doing the job. It seems a lot of babies get tossed out 
with the bathwater under any kind of censorship 
program. In fact, Trump’s success might be the biggest 
indictment of Twitter as a medium—it’s a giant mega¬ 
phone for shallow sound bites with no room for evi¬ 
dence, reasoned argument, context or real thought. 
Maybe it really Is mainly for twits. It seems to have 
been created by one. 

To be fair, Dorsey is not a total dick. He donates 
to Democratic candidates and in 2015 donated one 
third of his Twitter shares to employees. He’s really 
more of a clueless navel-gazer who might be better 
served by an occasional good meal or bottle of Scotch 
Instead of his Gestapo torture routine. But meditat¬ 
ing in the middle of a genocide, then raving about the 
experience? That justly earns him this month’s Ass¬ 
hole award. m

DECRIM FOR THE WIN! 


If anyone deserves a break these days, it’s got to be sex workers. Re¬ 
lentlessly marginalized, demonized and victimized, they are literally fight¬ 
ing for their lives. Yet amidst the onslaught, hope glimmers. And so it is 
with cautious optimism that we celebrate some of the encouraging de¬ 
velopments in the fight to decriminalize sex work. First stop: New York. 

In June, New York state legislators introduced the Stop Violence in the 
Sex Trades Act, which supporters describe as “the first statewide bill of its 
kind in the nation’s history.” Drafted in collaboration with Decrim NY, a sex 



worker advocacy group, the bill would amend prostitution law “so that con¬ 
senting adults who trade sex, collaborate with or support sex working peers 
or patronize adult sex workers will not be criminalized.” Cautious hurray? 

Said legislation, if passed, would maintain current laws on rape, human 
trafficking, assault, sexual harassment and battery. No one’s counting 
their eggs just yet, but it’s still progress—much like how senator and 
Democratic primary hopeful Kamala Harris, who previously endorsed the 
heinous SESTA/FOSTA law, is now saying she’s open to the possibility of 
decriminalization. Election posturing? Let’s hope not. (See below for a 
guide to where top candidates currently stand on SESTA/FOSTA and sex 
work decriminalization.) 

/\s with all controversial legislation, obstacles and delays are a given. But 
champions of the bill are nonetheless encouraged, signaling a growing na¬ 
tional conversation on the rights of sex workers and how criminalizing sex 
work only serves to perpetuate violence, poverty and, ironically, trafficking. 

New York State Assembly member and chair for the health committee 
Richard Gottfried puts it rather succinctly: “Decriminalizing sex work be¬ 
tween consenting adults is harm reduction. Sex workers would have bet¬ 
ter access to legal assistance, healthcare and rights as working people. 
Keeping sex work criminalized makes it harder to enforce laws against 
human trafficking and sex with minors.” Preach! 

Do you live in New York state? Make your voice heard—speak up for 
sex workers. Google “New York State Assembly Member Directory”—lots 
of email addresses there, so take action now!

MATTERS 

With 2020 fast approaching and impeachment still a 
long shot, the Democrats vying to take on Trump are 
piled higher than a zombie horde out of World WarZ.

Bemie Sanders: Supports SESTA/FOSTA? Yes. What about decriminal¬ 
ization? Unclear. For someone who purports to be pro-labor, Bernie is 
short on ideas and opinions when it comes to the rights of sex workers. 
Elizabeth Warren: Supports SESTA/FOSTA? Yes. What about decriminal¬ 
ization? Unclear. She’s evasive, but the red flags are there—like her pro¬ 
posal to “crack down” on bank accounts linked to “traffickers.” Critics argue 
that under her proposal, sex workers could lose access to their income. 
Kamala Harris: Supports SESTA/FOSTA? Yes. What about decriminaliza¬ 
tion? Yes. She helped lead the attack on Backpage, but has since softened 
her stance and is coming around on decriminalization. 



Joe Biden: Supports SESTA/FOSTA? Unclear. What about decriminaliza¬ 
tion? Unclear. Uncle Joe remains tight-lipped, but let’s not forget that the 
Obama Administration was no friend of sex workers. (With Operation 
Choke Point in 2013 some porn performers allege their bank accounts 
were shut down.) 

Beto O’Rourke: Supports SESTA/FOSTA? Yes. What about decriminaliza¬ 
tion? Unclear. For someone who loves jumping up on countertops and tables, 
Beto is somewhat less enthusiastic when it comes to decriminalization. 
Mike Gravel: Supports SESTA/FOSTA? No. What about decriminalization? 
Yes! Hot dog, we have a wiener! “Sex workers are workers,” he tweet¬ 
ed last May. “They deserve the dignity and respect that every worker 
deserves. For too long we've denied them that. It’s time to repeal 
SESTA/FOSTA and decriminalize sex work. Sex workers, not politicians, 
should lead the way in crafting sex work policy.” 

Amy Klobuchar: Supports SESTA/FOSTA? Yes. What about decriminal¬ 
ization? Unclear. Remember, she not only voted for SESTA/FOSTA; she 
also sponsored the bill. Never forget. 
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M USIC IS a big part of my life. My mom, 
dad and grandma exposed me to bands 
like Pink Floyd, Sister Hazei and The 
Beaties when I was a kid. I remember 
how my mom sang all the time, and we’d harmo¬ 
nize. Before I got into pom, I was a vocal coach, and 
I still do music projects.

In George Orwell’s dystopian nightmare novel, 
1984 , a tyrannical future government brain¬ 
washes its impoverished citizens with lies 
and propaganda dispensed by the Ministry 
of Truth. No dissent is tolerated. The popula¬ 
tion is united only in hatred against archen¬ 
emy Eastasia in a fabricated war that never 
ends, justifying all the austerity, oppression 
and bloodshed. Orwell’s prognosis was off by 
a few decades, but it did accurately outline 
the current shocking trajectory not of the old 
Soviet Union (his inspiration) but of the Unit¬ 
ed States. 
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A fter 18 years of continuous warfare with no discernible 
endgame, the military-industrial complex is starting to lose 
control of the narrative. Many Americans voted for Trump 
based on his promise to wind down the costly, futile war on 
terror. A majority of us favor diplomacy over military interventions. Dis¬ 
senting voices on both the left and right are getting louder on the trou¬ 
blesome Wild West internet, and some have even taken to reading 
unfiltered foreign news sites, offering a more balanced, truthful per¬ 
spective on the U.S. role in world affairs. Horrors! 

Enter the U.S. Special Operations Command (USSOCOM) to save the 
day. In March 2018 the Command held a conference—“Is Truth a Com¬ 
modity? Sovereignty in the Information Age”—laying out the blueprint for 
a virtual Ministry of Truth in the United States. In attendance were U.S. 
Special Forces officers. New York City police officials, Richard Haas (pres¬ 
ident of the uber-hawkish Council on Foreign Relations), representatives 
from 43 countries and executives from tech companies like Microsoft. 

“Sovereignty,” or governmental authority, according to the conference 
report, “faces greater challenges now than it ever has in the past,” be¬ 
cause the pernicious internet is “creating conflict and disruption” similar 
to how the printing press caused “decades, and arguably centuries, of 
conflict and disruption.” Translation: Goddamn that punk Gutenberg! Be¬ 
fore he disrupted the medieval status quo with subversive literacy, per¬ 
fumed aristocrats and their mounted warlords could wage endless 
warfare with no dissent—plundering, murdering and enslaving the ig¬ 
norant peasants and proles, who had no voice of their own. Ah yes, the 
good ole days, in the view of hawkish think tank the Atlantic Council, pub¬ 
lisher of the conference’s 21 -page report. It continues: “Trust in Western 
society is experiencing a crisis... .Technology has democratized the ability 
for sub-state groups and individuals to broadcast a narrative with limited 
resources and virtually unlimited scope. In the past, the general public 
had limited sources of information, which were managed by profes¬ 
sional gatekeepers.” (In the good ole days, they wore clerical robes.) 
“Radical and extremist views” and “incorrect ideas" are flourishing, 
but simply “eliminating those individuals and organizations will not be 
sufficient to combat the narrative and may in fact help amplify it.” 

So, no gulags or lethal injection for antiwar activists—yet. We do 
still have that irksome First Amendment, spawn of Gutenberg’s revo¬ 
lution. Instead, the best way to brainwash the now too-literate masses, 
according to these war hawks, is through the dominant tech giants— 
Facebook, Google, YouTube and Twitter—who “determine what people 
see and do not see.” They all must “use a grading system akin to that 
used to rate the cleanliness of restaurants.” The report even advocates 
that news sites “consider disabling” their comments section. No back 
talk from the peons, please. 

The new shackles on the freewheeling internet have already been 
put in place, largely under the radar. The ostensible purpose: to combat 
the supposed epidemics of “fake news” and “hate speech” after the 
election of Donald Trump. In the quest to fight overhyped Russian elec¬ 
toral meddling, an organization named PropOrNot (propaganda or not) 
blacklisted dozens of American websites for allegedly carrying the 
Kremlin’s water in 2016. Many if not most of them (like Common- 
Dreams.org, Antiwar.com. Counterpunch.org and ZeroHedge.com) 
were well-respected left-wing or libertarian journals opposed to both 
the militarists and the financial plutocrats tyrannizing our nation. Guilt 
by association was generously applied here: Russia opposes our mil¬ 
itary adventurism and violations of international law, so anyone else 
who does so must be a Russian stooge and traitor! 


In 2018 Facebook, faced with mounting pressure from legislators, 
caved and hired none other than the Atlantic Council—publisher of the 
Special Operations conference report—to vet its news feeds via its 
Digital Forensic Research Lab. The Atlantic Council is funded by NATO; 
repressive regimes like Saudi Arabia; branches of the U.S. military: oil 
giants like Chevron and ExxonMobil opposed to climate change miti¬ 
gation; and a who’s who of top defense contractors, including Lock- 
heed-Martin, Raytheon, Northrop Grumman and General Electric. Just 
the disinterested folks you want controlling what we “see and do not 
see” on Facebook. One of the Atlantic Council’s apparatchiks, Ben 
Nimmo, targeted several innocent people for deplatforming, including 
a British pensioner named Ian Shilling, who complained, “I have no 
Kremlin contacts whatsoever. I do not know any Russians. I have no 
contact with the Russian government or anything to do with them. I 
am an ordinary British citizen who happens to do research on the cur¬ 
rent neocon wars which are going on in Syria at this very moment.” 
Facebook has been accused of the even more insidious “shadow ban¬ 
ning”—^you think your public posts are visible for all to see, but they’ve 
actually been censored, visible only to the user or the user’s followers. 
It’s as if the post office were secretly trashing some of your mail. 

At the same time, there was a coordinated media strike against the 
notorious Alex Jones and his InfoWars operation out of Austin, Texas. 
His content was summarily banned by Apple and YouTube, followed by 
Facebook and Twitter. In conjunction with Instagram, Facebook also 
banned right-wing provocateurs Milo Yiannopolous, Paul Joseph Wat¬ 
son and Laura Loomer as “dangerous individuals and organizations.” 
While those banned individuals might be offensive to some and are 
known to traffic in conspiracy theories, they are not guilty of “terrorist 
activity, organized hate, mass or serial murder, human trafficking, or 
organized violence or criminal activity”—Facebook’s criteria for ban¬ 
ishment. Many liberals reflexively rejoiced at this curtailing of free 
speech, but they should understand that hobbling the First Amendment 
is a very slippery slope indeed, as the ACLU has long understood. 

In 1978, the ACLU defended a neo-Nazi group that wanted to march 
through Skokie, Illinois, a predominantly Jewish suburb of Chicago and 
in 2017 represented white supremacist Jason Kessler, who was denied 
a permit to protest in the infamous Charlottesville, North Carolina, “Unite 
the Right” rally—not because the ACLU is a racist organization sup¬ 
porting these views, but its sacred mission is to defend a core principle 
of free speech defined by the old saying: “I may disagree with what 
you say, but I will defend to the death your right to say it.” That principle 
is now being fatally undermined. As Alex Jones suggested after his 
purge, he will not be the last “heretic” to be consigned to oblivion. 

His prediction was seconded by neocon hardliner Jamie Fly, who has 
beat the war drums for regime change in Iran and Syria and chaired 
the Foreign Policy Initiative, a reincarnation of the Project for a New 
American Century that lobbied hard for the current military quagmires. 
At a University of California-Santa Barbara conference. Fly allegedly 
confided to a faculty member: “We are just starting to push back. Just 
this last week Facebook began starting to take down sites. So this is 
just the beginning.” 

Earlier this year the Chinese-like purge picked up steam, with Face- 
book banning ZeroHedge.com, a leading dissident site critiquing Amer¬ 
ican foreign policy, and suspending Telesur and VenezuelaAnalysis, two 
outlets promoting the official views of the beleaguered Venezuelan gov¬ 
ernment against what some see as American attempts to trigger an¬ 
other military coup there. In May 2019 Diamond and Silk, two famous » 
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female African-American supporters of Donald Trump, were banned by 
Facebook. In October both Facebook and Twitter banned the websites Anti- 
Media.com, FreeThoughtProject.com and Cop Block for publishing “con¬ 
troversial” political articles about police brutality among other topics. 

Following in the footsteps of discredited PropOrNot, a new organization 
birthed in August 2018, the Alliance for Securing Democracy (ASD), 
began wielding the same indiscriminate tar brush with its “Hamilton 
68 Dashboard,” purporting to track Russian bot activity on Twitter and 
other online venues. It promptly denounced The Intercept, the website 
run by Glenn Greenwald, one of the most scrupulous investigative jour¬ 
nalists in the world, renowned for publishing Edward Snowden’s rev¬ 
elations about unconstitutional NSA spying on American citizens. Yes, 
he too must be a covert Russkie agent. According to journalist Max 
Blumenthal, the ASD is “a collection of cranks, counterterror re¬ 
treads, online harassers and paranoiacs operating with sup¬ 
port from some of the most prominent figures operating 
within the American national security apparatus.” 

In April 2019 another blacklist of 515 “un¬ 
reliable” sites appeared, composed by the 
Poynter Institute, a journalism school in 
Florida, using databases supplied by 
some of the “cranks and paranoiacs” 
cited above. Included were such rep¬ 
utable news and opinion sites 
as CommonDreams.org 


and ZeroHedge.com (again), DailyKos.com, DemocraticUnderground.- 
com, Rawstory.com, VeteransToday.com, WhoWhatWhy.org, Occupy- 
Democrats.com, BlacklistedNews.com, PaulCraigRoberts.org, Unz.com, 
DrudgeReport.com...and on and on. After howls of protests from all 
quarters, the list was suspended pending further revision. 

Yet another media police organization was founded in 2019—News- 
Guard, essentially a neocon mainstream media operation marketing a 
browser plug-in that will judge and rank media outlets on how “trust¬ 
worthy” they are, which is to 
say how compliant with pro¬ 
establishment, pro-war nar¬ 
ratives. NewsGuard’s advisory 
board includes several veteran 
journalists, but its CEO, 
L. Gordon Crovitz, 
is the former pub¬ 
lisher of The Wall 
Street Journal and 
alumnus of the Council 
on Foreign Relations, Amer¬ 
ican Enterprise Institute and 
Heritage Foundation, all propo¬ 
nents of endless foreign warfare. 
Also on the advisory board are 
former Homeland Security director 
Tom Ridge, military/intelligence su¬ 
perhawk Michael Hayden, and Richard 
Stengel from the Obama Administration, 
who once pleaded for more “domestic 
propaganda” in America. NewsGuard plans 
to integrate its “services” with Facebook and 
Twitter, and even state governments, installing its 
Orwellian plug-in in public schools and libraries. All 
of Hawaii’s public libraries are already using the plug¬ 
in. Their collateral service, BrandGuard, is designed to 
deprive unapproved news sites of online ad revenue by 
branding them as “unreliable.” If the Pentagon itself were 
curating and censoring online news, it couldn’t get much worse. 
Not to be left out of the media censorship game is the biggest 
gorilla all, Google, which as of 2017 accounted for 90% of the 
world’s online searches, 60% of online ad revenue and 50% of traffic 
to news/opinion sites and political blogs. Two years ago Google imple¬ 
mented new algorithms to douse the “fake news” grass fire and ended 
up nearly killing many of the aforementioned left and antiwar sites— 
the sites’ traffic nosedived over a cliff. Truthdig.com, founded by long¬ 
time HUSTLER columnist Robert Scheer, suffered a 30% decline in 
traffic. The ACLU’s site dropped by over 50%, and the World Socialist 
Web’s site plunged by 70%. By mid-2019 the first several pages of 
Google’s search results (the only ones anyone visits) are almost exclu¬ 
sively mainstream sources—CNN, New York Times, Washington Post, 
FOX, and the other major broadcasters and papers. Alternative, inde¬ 
pendent media sources without gargantuan budgets just never show 
up now, no matter how more timely, researched or relevant their arti¬ 
cles. With a long history of collaboration with U.S. intelligence agencies, 
Google has become the unofficial gatekeeper of the World Wide Web. 

While many rejoice that Alex Jones and the neo-Nazi Daily Stormer 
have been censored, it’s painfully obvious that the war on fake 
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news/hate speech has become a trojan horse for deplatforming hun¬ 
dreds of alternative media voices from both the left and right, with one 
common thread; opposition to the bloody neocon hijacking of our na¬ 
tion begun under George W. Bush. And it’s not just in the U.S.—an 
analysis by Freedom House found countries across the globe are now 
following the oppressive Chinese model of internet censorship, using 
“fake news" as a pretext for clamping down on legitimate dissent. The 
study put the United States in fine company—^with Egypt, Sri Lanka, 
Cambodia, Nigeria, the Philippines and Venezuela. 

On CNN and FOX, and in the supremely “authoritative" New York 
Times and Washington Post, the same neocon liars who promised a 
cakewalk to find WMDs in Iraq are still given front-page squawk 
boxes—Bill Kristol, Max Boot, Jaimie Kirchick—despite being so 
deadly wrong so often. As Noam Chomsky told us long ago, manufac¬ 
turing consent for unpopular policies is the real business of the main¬ 
stream media (MSM). Dissent will be tolerated, but It must be contained 
and marginalized to low-circulation media—else the peasants and 
proles might actually get their way for a change. Like funding universal 
healthcare instead a new nuclear arms race. 

After Trump denounced the MSM as “fake news” for exposing the 
truth about his sordid life, the big boys have been cast as heroes trying 
to save the republic from an impulsive, ignorant demagogue. True to 
an extent, but this current reality shouldn’t blind us to the many sins 
and prejudices of the MSM, extant long before Trump and long after 
he’s gone. The New York Times trumpeting the Iraq WMD He Is just one 
among a long series of deceptions and whitewashes perpetrated by 
our hallowed Fourth Estate. Long ago the Times uncritically endorsed 
the Warren Commission report and still swears by it today despite over¬ 
whelming evidence indicating CIA involvement in the JFK assassina¬ 
tion. In the 1990s, when San Jose Mercury News reporter Gary Webb 
exposed the CIA’s complicity in the crack cocaine epidemic, the Times 
and Post quarantined the story—until Webb posted it on the Mercury 
News website and it went viral. Outraged at this new, democratic 
breach of the journalistic pecking order, the big boys crucified Webb— 
he was hounded out of a job and eventually committed suicide, despite 
his expose being vindicated later. The Times and Post have never re¬ 
canted or apologized for this great travesty. Ever since the CIA infil¬ 
trated the media with Operation Mockingbird in the 1950s, the agency 
and its conspiratorial crimes against democracy, here and abroad, have 
been sacred cows to the Times, Post and company. 

In the 1970s, as Nixon and Kissinger sponsored genocidal, torture- 
practicing, fascist military regimes in Greece, Indonesia and all across 
South and Central America, the war crimes and gruesome realities were 
mostly hidden from the American public by a cooperative mainstream 
press. In the 1980s, to justify the savage Contra attacks on Nicaragua 
for electing socialist President Daniel Ortega, the MSM had to censor 
the U.N.’s studied judgment that the election was fair in order to brand 
him as dictator. Not much has changed since. To drum up support for 
a coup against President Maduro in Venezuela last May, CNN actually 
lied through its teeth, stating, “in elections in January... voters chose 
opposition leader Juan Guaid6.”The election was actually held In May, 
and Gualdo did not even participate. That’s as “fake news” as it gets. 

But the worst memory hole dug by the MSM today is the full truth 
about how we’ve been stampeded into Cold War 2.0 and a new nuclear 
arms race. Nowhere is the following question answered or even posed: 
Why did meddling Putin favor Trump or Bernie Sanders in the elec¬ 
tion—anyone but Hillary? Because she was the biggest hawk in the 


race and vowed to continue a long series of aggressive American 
provocations against Russia, from our unilateral withdrawal from mul¬ 
tiple arms treaties to fomenting a violent neo-Nazi coup in Ukraine. 
(The last time Nazis took power on Russia’s borders, 27 million Rus¬ 
sians perished in the worst holocaust of the 20th century.) But you will 
hear none of this context from the mouths of Jake Tapper, Rachel Mad- 
dow, Anderson Cooper and their ilk. No sense that Putin has perhaps 
been acting defensively. No, he must be demonized as the evil aggres¬ 
sor, the new enemy the military-industrial complex so desperately 
needs in order to justify its bloated existence.

DANNYGIRL: Cut to me seven years old. You remember those tube neck 
scarves?

It’s a word-of-mouth thing.. .and it’s how I treat everybody. I get people 
being like, “Yeah, she’s rad,” and I think that’s 90% of the business, 
you know? Anyone can take a photo, but to continue building relation¬ 


ships is where the story is. They thank me for their careers as much 
as I thank them for mine; it’s very mutual. I’m paying my rent; I’m 
feeding my kid. Thank you. I want girls to fucking feel good. And that’s 
what it comes down to: At the end of the day, I want you to feel good, 
and I want you to make money. The girls who come up to me and 
say, “Dude, do you know how much money I’m making right now?” 
That’s all I want! The overnights, the fly-me-to-you’s, the trips—^that 
brings me tears! 

How do you go about capturing sexy? 

To Shoot sexy you need to know what sexy is. And that has nothing to 
do with what your body looks like or how old you are or any of that 
shit. Every girl is sexy. There are no unsexy girls. I pride myself on not 
doing a ton of Photoshop—I think it does no service to anybody. You 
can see how many girls post my raw images, which I fucking love. 

Is there a process? What happens when a client walks through 
your door?

I’m like, “Own 
your body. Make that money.” Sex work is not going away, it’s 
part of our world, and I think it’s important to normalize it. I think 
I make things really normal for these girls. 

If I feel something is wrong, I say it. I’ve had girls from agencies, 
really young, and the guy is telling them they have to sleep with 
him or give him all their money or work for free. And I’ll tell them, 
“No, girl, you don’t have to fuck your agency owner. You can do 
this and be empowered and keep all the money for yourself.” 

You clearly have a knack for drawing out sensuality. 

We’re so lucky here in Montreal: The girls are every shape and size; 
they’re every age; they’re tattooed; some have hairy armpits— 
they’re so diverse now! I think men have always wanted all of 
that, and it feels so exciting to be part of a real community. 

Do you get a lot of shade for doing what you do? Or being 
successful at what you do? 

Give me anything. I could make a plant sexy as fuck. I could light 
that ficus, and you’d wanna fuck it. But I’ve always done things 
/ny way. I never shot weddings and commercial shit. If you like 
what I do and you’re onboard, cool, let’s do this.

She 
was very funny in her own right, and I looked up to her, but she was 
such a bully to me. She hated me so much because she thought I was 
getting things I didn’t deserve, and I remember hearing that she said, 
“High school cheerleaders shouldn’t be comedians.” I was like, “Bitch, 
you don’t know me! I have never even been close to being a high school 
cheerleader. I just learned how to do my makeup!” 

You did a sex-themed talk show on Comedy Central called Not 
Safe With Nikki Giaser. Is that the one where you put your parents 
on a lie detector and peppered them with sex questions? 

Yeah, that was one of the worst shoots I’ve had to do in terms of un- 
comfortability. The premise was hilarious. When my writers were like, 
“How about you put your parents on a lie detector and ask them about 
their sex life?” I don’t really have many boundaries, so I was like, “Yeah, 
that sounds good.” I have a close relationship with my parents, and 
they know my act, but I got across the table from my dad and had to 
ask if he’d ever heard me have sex at home—when he said, “Yes,” 
that was one of the worst moments of my life. I neariy passed out, and 
I can’t watch that episode now. And neither can my parents! They’re 
haunted by it. 

You were on Last Comic Standing a couple times? 

I was on Season 4 and, I think, 6, and I made it to the semifinals each 
time. The first time I did it, i was still in college. People don’t do this any¬ 
more, but I sat on the street to audition, and at first I got rejected. I did 
two minutes, and they said, “That was good, but how long have you 
been doing this?” I lied and said, “Two years,” even though it had only been 
seven months, and they were like, “Come back in a couple years.” Then, 
as I was walking offstage, one of the judges said to the other, “I really 


liked her,” and the other was like, “I couid be convinced.” So I ran back 
onstage and did another joke, and they said, “See you tonight!’

Did you fall in love with or marry your dance partner? 

I was voted off first, so not only did I not win, but I lost the most you 
could ever lose! And secondly, I didn’t fall in love with my dance partner, 
but I understand how you could, because you’re pretty much dry¬ 
humping someone five hours a day, seven days a week for a month. I 
had a partner named Gleb Savchenko, who’s like a Russian super¬ 
model. He’s the hottest guy I’ve ever talked to in my entire life, the 
hottest person I’ve ever seen in person. I got to touch him so much, so 
it was like my Make-A-Wish. 

You must have been bummed you didn’t get to spend more time 
with him then? 

I was devastated. Getting kicked off that show was one of the worst days 
of my career, because I loved it so much. It was the hardest thing I’ve 
ever done.

I get called a sex comedian a lot, and it is one of my favorite topics, so 
I’m not gonna deny that.» 
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I just watched you on Conan talking about the speed of a 
man’s ejaculate, so I was ready to argue if you denied it. 

Sex is a thing you’ll hear about if you watch me onstage for 
more than five minutes, yes. I’m waiting for the day to come 
when I don’t feel like talking about sex, and the second I get 
bored with it, I’li stop talking about it. But I don’t think I’ll ever 
find it boring because it’s so funny. Everything about sex is 
funny.
